It  has 
been  interesting  to  note  that  Le- 
high has  not  been  spared  in  the 
general  feeling  of  the  world  to- 
day. a restlessness  has  pervaded 
our  camp,  and  we  have  heard  the 
arguments  both  of  the  conser- 
vatives and  the  radicals.  It  is 
another  proof  that  all  men  are 


being  affected  in  the  same  way, 
as  a sort  of  aftermath  of  the  war. 

There  has  been  a great  feeling 
among  some  groups  of  men  that 
the  privileges  of  the  student  as 
well  as  his  rights  are  being  en- 
croached upon.  According  to 
the  old  order  of  things,  certain 
privileges  have  been  withdrawn 
and  it  seems  as  though  the  with- 
drawal of  others  is  under  con- 
sideration. It  is  an  idea  that 
does  not  have  the  assurance  of 
success  that  the  faculty  may  have, 
if  they  contemplate  the  impos- 
ition of  rule  after  rule  and  reg- 
ulation after  regulation,  so  that 
in  the  end,  the  University,  in 
which  student  government  is  said 
to  exist,  will  be  hampered  and 
entangled  in  every  phase  of  its 
student  life. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  faculty 
has!  just  cause  for  complaint  on 
some  of  the  points  which  they 
have  raised.  The  students  have 
abused  some  of  the  privileges 
which  were  extended  to  them, 
and  this  abuse  has  caused  the 
administration  to  consider  the 
action  which  they  have  since  tak- 
en. Furthermore,  the  faculty  has 
Jteen  extremely  fair  in  listening  to 
the  arguments  which  the  student 
body  has  presented,  and  as  is  a 
well-known  fact,  has  come  for- 
ward and  met  some  of  our  de- 
mands. The  fault  of  the  mis- 
understanding does  not  lie  whol- 
ly on  their  side  by  any  means. 

It  appears  to  us  that  the  opin- 
ions of  the  two  sides  in  some 
measure  represent  that  old  con- 
flict of  forces,  “when  an  irresi- 
sistible  force  meets  an  immov- 
able body.”  Nothing  will  ever  be 
gained,  unless  both  sides  are  will- 
ing to  listen  to  the  arguments 
and  beliefs  of  the  other  and  con- 
sider them  as  wisely  as  they 
consider  their  own.  Before  the 
moderates  and  the  thinkers  of 
both  sides  lies  the  task  of  adjust- 
ing a permanent  future  policy 
that  will  be  both  equitable  and 
practical.
